The Ritz-Carlton: 


Elevating Luxury Hospitality to Unparalleled Heights 
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THE Caribbean Cetacean Society (CCS) looks back with 
satisfaction at the first Ti Whale An Nou expedition on the 
ABC-islands. In the month of October CCS did scientific 
research on the diversity, distribution, movement patterns 
of whales and dolphins as well as analyzing the threats they 
are facing in this region. During the 20 days of research, 8 
species have been monitored, including the pygmy sperm 
whale, pygmy killer whale, pilot whales, sperm whales and 
many dolphin species. The presence of a large number of 
juveniles, and the observed scars on many adults during 
most of the encounters underline the importance of this 
initiative and the need for local conservation action. 


The waters of each island Aruba, Bonaire and Curacao were 
investigated for one week. The weather conditions were not 
always ideal for observations. Despite this, the CCS-crew 
and volunteers managed to observe Spinner, Pantropical 
spotted, bottle nose and Atlantic spotted dolphins, sperm 
whales, pilot whales and Pygmy sperm whales. The Pygmy 
sperm whales were spotted three times, which requires 
special attention as this species is the most sensitive to 
noise pollution. There were also many sightings of juve- 
nile dolphins. This emphasizes the need for protecting 
these nursery areas which are vital for the protection of the 
species. “We are happy with the results, but it’s clear that 
more research is needed to know more about these marine 
mammals. It also shows the importance of expanding the 
Yarari Sanctuary to the waters of Curaçao and Aruba”, says 
CCS Director Jeffrey Bernus. 


A total of 25 people from the islands were trained by Jeffrey 
and Stacey Mac Donald, Program Advisor of WWF-NL Dutch 
Caribbean program. This contributes to the capacity building 
which is needed on the islands to ensure local continuity of 
the efforts to protect our whales and dolphins. The partici- 
pants consisted of policy makers, conservationists, repre- 
sentatives of STINAPA Bonaire, fishermen, sailors, a marine 
biology student and others with some knowledge of and love 
for the ocean. The participants learned how to recognize 
the sounds of the dolphins and whales which were recorded 
with an underwater microphone. They also learned how to 
determine which species they encountered and how to use 
professional cameras to take photos of the dorsal fins of 
dolphins and tails of whales (which are their fingerprints) 
from a safe distance of 300 meters and by approaching 
them carefully without crossing their path. This informs us 
about the movement of the different dolphins and whales 
between the islands. 


On Bonaire, the cetaceans are legally protected within 
the Yarari Sanctuary. STINAPA Bonaire and the Ministry 
of Health, Environment and Nature of Curaçao supported 
this scientific expedition. This research was conducted in 
agreement with the Aruba Marine Mammal Foundation and 
Aruba National Park Foundation. Cetaceans are a protected 
species by Aruba law and are not allowed to be disturbed. 
The ABC-expedition was organized in honor of Paul Hoetjes, 
who has done extensive work on nature conservation in the 
Caribbean. He was one of the inspirations for founding CCS. 
Ti Whale An Nou is financed by WWF-NL and it is part of a 
three-year program.

VETERINARIANS across the United States are reporting 
a surge in cases of dogs suffering from a mysterious respi- 
ratory illness. The cause of the illness remains unknown, but 
it is causing widespread concern among dog owners and 
breeders. 


The symptoms of the illness vary but can include coughing, 
sneezing, lethargy, and loss of appetite. In some cases, the 
illness can be fatal. Veterinarians urge dog owners to be 
vigilant and seek veterinary care if they exhibit these symp- 
toms.

Mystery Respiratory Illness Sweeping 
Through U.S. Dog Populations 
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THE resurgence of hard-right politics is reshaping political 
landscapes worldwide, gaining momentum across Europe, 
Latin America, and beyond. Once considered fringe, right- 
wing movements are now ascending in power and popularity, 
with common themes such as opposition to immigration, 
concerns about inflation, and resistance to the escalating 
costs of climate policies. 


In Europe, nationalist and far-right parties are experi- 
encing growth in countries like Germany, France, Italy, 
the Netherlands, Belgium, Switzerland, Austria, Hungary, 
Poland, Finland, and Sweden. Even in newer democracies 
such as Portugal, Romania, and Spain, the emergence of 
significant nationalist parties is becoming evident. 


The trend extends to Latin America, where right-wing 
populists are making significant inroads. In Argentina, 
the self-described “anarcho-capitalist” Javier Milei gained 
attention, illustrating the global reach of hard-right ideolo- 
gies. Countries like Chile, Paraguay, and El Salvador are also 
witnessing the rise of right-wing populists, often empha- 
sizing tough-on-crime messages. 


Despite electoral setbacks for some prominent figures 


like former U.S. President Donald Trump, Marine Le Pen in 
France, and Jair Bolsonaro in Brazil, the appeal of hard- 
right politics remains potent. Even in cases where main- 
stream leaders have succeeded, their popularity has waned, 
creating opportunities for the far-right in subsequent elec- 
tion cycles. 


Noteworthy comebacks are seen in Trump’s enduring popu- 
larity, as highlighted by a recent CBS News/YouGov poll 
showing him tied with President Biden for a hypothetical 
2024 matchup. Marine Le Pen leverages Europe’s immigra- 
tion crisis to regain prominence in France, while in Israel, 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu’s collaboration with the 
extreme right has reshaped the political landscape and trig- 
gered a political crisis. 


As Netanyahu visits the U.S., where he is scheduled to meet 
with President Biden at the UN General Assembly, his alli- 
ance with the extreme right underscores the influence of 
hard-right forces. 


The global phenomenon of hard-right politics continues to 
shape political narratives, posing challenges to more tradi- 
tional and centrist ideologies across various regions. 


Resurgence of Hard-Right 
Politics Sweeps Across the Globe 
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RECENT indicators from the European Central Bank (ECB) 
reveal early signs of stress on the balance sheets of Eurozone 
banks. A surge in loan defaults and delayed payments by 
customers, attributed to rising interest rates, has prompted 
concerns about the financial stability of the banking sector. 


While higher interest rates initially bolstered income and 
profits for banks, the ECB’s twice-yearly financial stability 
review points to emerging challenges. Elevated funding costs, 
deteriorating asset quality, and reduced lending volumes 
are putting pressure on lenders, potentially impacting their 
future profitability. 


The review acknowledges that the increase in defaults and 
late payments stems from a historically low level. Despite 
this, the ECB asserts that the banking system is equipped 
to manage worsening asset quality, thanks to robust capital 
buffers and liquidity levels. 
Luis de Guindos, the ECB’s vice-president, noted that 
although the turbulence seen in the spring has subsided, 
risks to financial stability persist. The report highlights the 
potential consequences of the ECB’s interest rate hikes, 
which could lead to higher borrowing costs, prompting 
banks to set aside more funds to cover bad debts. 


Guindos emphasized the broader economic implications, 
warning of possible financial distress for overextended 
borrowers if economic activity disappoints or if energy 
prices surge during the winter. Property companies, partic- 
ularly in the commercial real estate sector, are identified as 
vulnerable, with demand for ofÏce space declining. 


The ECB outlined three key risks for Eurozone banks. Firstly, 
a combination of higher living costs, increased debt servicing 
costs, and economic downturns may negatively impact bank 
asset quality. 
Secondly, reduced lending volumes due to higher lending 
rates and tighter credit standards are expected to affect 
banks’ profits. Lastly, the report projects a decline in profit- 
ability across most countries as funding costs catch up with 
interest rates on new business. 


While financial markets currently appear resilient, senti- 
ments could shift rapidly, emphasizing the need for vigilance 
amid the evolving economic landscape. The ECB also warned 
of external factors, such as the Israel-Hamas conflict, which 
could potentially trigger increased risk aversion in financial 
markets, affecting energy supplies, confidence, economic 
growth, and inflation rates. 


Eurozone Banks Under Strain as

A Russian-state hacking group, recognized by various 
aliases including Gamaredon, Primitive Bear, ACTINIUM, 
Armageddon, and Shuckworm, notorious for its exclusive 
focus on Ukrainian targets, has recently expanded its reach. 
Whether intentionally or accidentally, the group has allowed 
USB-based espionage malware to infect organizations in 
several countries, moving beyond its usual Ukrainian targets. 


Active since at least 2014 and attributed to Russia’s Federal 
Security Service by Ukraine’s Security Service, Gamaredon 
operates unlike many Kremlin-backed groups, displaying a 
disregard for maintaining a low profile. 


In contrast to discreet operations, Gamaredon’s espionage 
campaigns are easily detectable and traceable back to the 
Russian government. These campaigns primarily involve 
malware designed to extract extensive information from 
targeted Ukrainian organizations. 


Among the tools employed by the group is a computer worm 
identified by Check Point Research as LitterDrifter. Written 
in Visual Basic Scripting language, LitterDrifter has a dual 
purpose: widespread transmission between USB drives 
and the permanent infection of devices connected to these 


drives. The infected devices establish a continuous commu- 
nication link with Gamaredon-operated command-and- 
control servers. 


While Gamaredon maintains its focus on Ukrainian entities, 
the USB worm, LitterDrifter, has shown signs of spreading 
beyond its intended targets. Check Point researchers have 
detected possible infections in countries such as the USA, 
Vietnam, Chile, Poland, and Germany. Additionally, evidence 
of infections has been observed in Hong Kong, indicating a 
broader geographical impact. 


The nature of the USB-based malware suggests a potential 
expansion beyond intentional targets, either through inad- 
vertent infections or a shift in the hacking group’s strategy. 
This development raises concerns about the global reach of 
Gamaredon’s activities and the potential for the USB worm 
to compromise organizations beyond its original scope. 


As cybersecurity experts closely monitor these develop- 
ments, the increased geographical footprint of Gamaredon’s 
malware underscores the evolving and expanding threats 
posed by state-sponsored hacking groups, emphasizing the 
need for robust cybersecurity measures on a global scale. 


Russian Hacker Group Widens Scope 
with USB-Based Espionage Malware 
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AS Dutch politics intensifies efforts to curb international- 
ization in the Netherlands, a recent survey conducted by six 
university news media outlets, including U-Today, indicates 
a growing sense of unwelcome among foreign students and 
staff at Dutch universities. The survey, involving respondents 
from universities in Groningen, Utrecht, Nijmegen, Delft, 
Wageningen, and Twente, highlights the impact of political 
discussions on internationalization. 


For nearly a year, the influx of international students has 
been a focal point in Dutch national politics. Parties such as 
Nieuw Sociaal Contract and Pieter Omtzigt’s faction express 
concerns about the rising number of international students 
and advocate for limitations on the use of the English 
language in universities. The survey’s indicative results 
reveal a shift in sentiment among international students and 
staff, with over 70 percent initially feeling welcome in the 
Netherlands, dropping to 55 percent currently. Meanwhile, 
those feeling unwelcome increased from 16.5 to 25 percent. 


Approximately 50 percent of respondents attribute their 
altered perceptions to the increasingly negative stance of 
Dutch politics toward internationals, while 30 percent point 
to negative portrayals in the media. Open-ended responses 
from the survey underscore mixed feelings about the polit- 
ical discourse, with descriptions ranging from “stupid” and 
“populist” to “short-sighted.” 
Awareness of parliamentary measures to restrict interna- 


tional student numbers and decrease English language 
usage in universities is high, with over 90 percent of respon- 
dents having heard about these initiatives. Despite this 
awareness, sentiments regarding the political discussion 
are diverse, reflecting a spectrum of opinions among inter- 
national academics and students. 


The survey also indicates that, while respondents gener- 
ally feel more welcome within the university environ- 
ment, concerns about integration persist. Issues include a 
perceived divide between Dutch and international students 
and instances of discrimination outside the university 
setting. 


Approximately 30 percent of respondents contemplate 
leaving the Netherlands due to the ongoing international- 
ization debate, with varying levels of language proficiency 
affecting their decisions. Despite this, postdocs and Ph.D. 
candidates show a higher willingness to stay compared to 
other academic staff. 


The survey’s findings highlight the complex dynamics at 
play in Dutch universities, where the political discourse on 
internationalization impacts the sense of welcome and inte- 
gration for foreign academics and students. The uncertainty 
arising from these discussions may influence the attractive- 
ness of Dutch institutions to the global academic commu- 
nity. 


Dutch Political Discourse on Internationalization 
Alienates Foreign Academics and Students 
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THE aftermath of the PFL’s acquisition of Bellator, American 
Kickboxing Academy head coach Javier Mendez expressed 
doubts about the PFL fighters’ ability to compete success- 
fully against their counterparts in Bellator. Founder and 
co-owner Donn Davis unveiled plans for a champions vs. 
champions “mega-event” in 2024. 


Mendez, who coaches several fighters on the Bellator roster, 
including lightweight champion Usman Nurmagomedov, 
questioned the visibility and recognition of PFL’s cham- 
pions, noting that, aside from Kayla Harrison, their names 
are not widely known. Mendez believes that in head-to-head 
matchups, the majority of PFL fighters would likely lose to 
Bellator competitors. 


While acknowledging the stellar acquisitions of Francis 
Ngannou and Jake Paul by PFL, Mendez expressed concern 
about the future of many Bellator fighters. He highlighted 
the significant reduction in Bellator shows, leading to poten- 
tial job losses for fighters in the organization. 
Founder Donn Davis also outlined plans for the “Bellator 
International Champions Series,” running concurrently with 


PFL in 2024, featuring eight “one-off” events. However, 
Mendez’s reservations about the limited number of shows 
for Bellator raised concerns about the impact on fighters. 


In a related story, MMA Junkie covered the unexpected 
journey of Peruvian fighter Jesus Pinedo in the 2023 PFL 
Championship. Pinedo, considered an underdog, reflected 
on his remarkable path to the featherweight final, where he 
is just one win away from claiming a $1 million champion- 
ship prize. Pinedo faces Gabriel Braga in the final, a rematch 
from their split decision bout in the regular season. 


Pinedo’s journey included overcoming challenges, such 
as a first-round finish requirement after losing to Braga in 
the regular season. Despite facing tough opponents like 
Brendan Loughnane and Bubba Jenkins, Pinedo’s impres- 
sive performances have positioned him as a top feather- 
weight contender. 
The PFL Championship and the potential clash between PFL 
and Bellator champions add a new dimension to the evolving 
landscape of professional mixed martial arts. 


Bellator Coach Javier Mendez Skeptical of PFL 
Champions in Potential Clash Against Bellator’s Best 
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THE highly anticipated TGL (Technology Golf League), 
backed by golf legends Tiger Woods and Rory McIlroy along 
with prominent investors, is facing a delay in its debut from 
early next year to 2025. The setback follows substantial 
damage to the tournament facility located in Palm Beach, 
Florida. 


Last Tuesday, the facility’s dome suffered a collapse due to a 
power failure, leading to extensive damage. Although there 
were no reported injuries and the majority of the cutting- 
edge technology within the facility remained unaffected, the 
collapse prompted TGL ofÏcials to reassess their timeline. 
Considering the need for repairs, player availability coordi- 
nation, and broadcast scheduling, the decision was made to 
postpone the league’s launch until 2025. 


Drone footage capturing the aftermath of the collapsed 
dome highlights the magnitude of the devastation and the 
extensive repair work required to restore the facility to oper- 
ational status. 
Statements released by TGL featured expressions of confi- 
dence from Woods, McIlroy, and other stakeholders, empha- 
sizing their belief that the league will emerge stronger after 


this delay. McIlroy’s statement conveyed a mix of disappoint- 
ment and excitement, underscoring the relief that no inju- 
ries occurred. He stated, “Given the circumstances, while 
the delay is disappointing, the postponement will allow us 
to regroup, refocus, and return stronger.” 


Despite the setback, ESPN, the intended broadcaster for TGL 
matches, afÏrmed its ongoing commitment to the project. 
Rosalyn Durant, ESPN EVP of Programming, expressed 
support for TGL’s decision, highlighting their belief in the 
league’s vision and emphasizing that the additional time for 
planning and preparation will enhance the overall experi- 
ence. 


TGL was conceived as a groundbreaking prime-time team 
weeknight golf event, spanning the period between the new 
year and the Masters tournament. The league format involved 
six teams, each comprised of four players, competing in 
a technology-enhanced facility before a live audience. 
Significant ownership stakes in all six franchise teams were 
held by prominent figures from the NFL, MLB, and other 
sports. The delay reflects the challenges of balancing tech- 
nological ambitions with unforeseen operational obstacles. 


Setback for Tiger Woods/Rory McIlroy Golf League 
as Facility Damage Forces Postponement to 2025 
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A surprising mid-game intervention, San Antonio Spurs 
coach Gregg Popovich took to the microphone at Frost Bank 
Center on Wednesday night, urging fans to stop booing 
former Spurs star Kawhi Leonard during free throws. The 
plea came during the second quarter of the game, which 
the Spurs eventually lost to the Los Angeles Clippers with a 
score of 109-102. 


As Leonard was at the free-throw line, Popovich expressed 
his displeasure with the crowd’s behavior, saying, “Excuse 
me for a second. Can we stop all the booing and let these 
guys play? It’s got no class. It’s not who we are. Knock off 
the booing.” Despite Popovich’s direct appeal, the boos 


persisted after a brief moment of clapping from some fans. 


Kawhi Leonard, who began his career with the Spurs in 2011, 
spent seven seasons with the team and played a pivotal role 
in securing an NBA title in 2014. However, his departure 
from San Antonio in 2018 was marked by controversy, with 
a lingering quad injury leading to a strained relationship 
with the organization. Leonard was subsequently traded to 
the Toronto Raptors, where he won an NBA championship, 
and he has been with the Clippers since 2019. 


The continuous boos directed at Leonard during his visits 
to San Antonio have become a familiar occurrence since his 
departure. Popovich’s attempt to quell the crowd’s negative 
response highlights the lasting impact of Leonard’s exit on 
Spurs fans. 


Following the game, Leonard acknowledged the persistent 
booing, stating, “If I don’t have a Spurs jersey on, they’re 
probably going to boo me the rest of my career.” Despite the 
on-court rivalry, Leonard noted that Spurs fans show him 
love outside the basketball arena. 


In terms of gameplay, Leonard led the Clippers with 26 
points, four rebounds, and four assists during the match 
against the Spurs. 
Paul George contributed 24 points and eight rebounds, while 
James Harden added 16 points and nine assists, securing 
the Clippers’ seven-point victory. 


Gregg Popovich Addresses Spurs Fans’ 
Booing During Kawhi Leonard’s Free Throws 
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AS NASCAR gears up for its new television contract in 2025, 
reports suggest a significant shift in the accessibility of the 
NASCAR Cup Series, with up to 10 midseason races poten- 
tially available exclusively via streaming services. The deci- 
sion is part of NASCAR’s strategy to adapt to the evolving 
media landscape and attract new bidders. 


Initially planning to sell a six-race midseason package, 
NASCAR expanded the offering to 10 races in hopes of 
enticing more potential partners. These midseason races 
would occur after Fox’s season segment and before NBC 
takes over, leaving Fox and NBC with reduced inventory 
compared to their current deals. 


Amazon and Turner are identified as frontrunners to secure 
the midseason package, with the possibility of each plat- 
form acquiring five races. However, NASCAR is reportedly 
optimistic that one of these media companies might commit 
to the entire 10-race package. 


Despite Fox and NBC agreeing to continue their partnership 
with NASCAR, the move towards streaming presents chal- 


lenges. NASCAR teams heavily rely on sponsorship revenue, 
and sponsors typically prioritize exposure to a broad audi- 
ence. The potential decline in viewership for races exclusive 
to streaming services may raise concerns among sponsors, 
impacting the overall financial viability of these events. 


NASCAR acknowledges the industry-wide trend of offering 
select games on streaming platforms, following the exam- 
ples set by leagues like the NFL and MLB. However, the shift 
to streaming poses unique challenges for NASCAR, given 
its fan demographic, which skews older compared to other 
sports. The age-related tech divide raises questions about 
whether older fans will readily adopt streaming services to 
watch NASCAR races during the summer months. 


The streaming initiative comes at a crucial time for NASCAR 
as it seeks to address declining viewership over the past 
seven years. The 2023 season finale at Phoenix marked 
a significant drop in viewership compared to the 2016 
finale, highlighting the ongoing challenges NASCAR faces 
in adapting to changing viewer habits while balancing the 
financial interests of teams and sponsors.

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THE European Commission has imposed a fine of €26.6 
million on Rabobank for engaging in secret agreements 
with Deutsche Bank related to the trade of state bonds. The 
commission found that the two banks exchanged confiden- 
tial information and agreed upon prices, violating European 
competition rules. 


Deutsche Bank, however, escaped a fine of €156 million 
by cooperating with the commission under the leniency 
program, securing full immunity for revealing the cartel, as 
stated in the commission’s ofÏcial statement. 


The illicit trading activities occurred over a decade, span- 
ning from 2006 to 2016. Traders based in Frankfurt and 
London communicated via email and chatrooms, sharing 
information on prices, volumes, current and future trading 
strategies, positions, and the identities of counter-parties. 
In response to the fine, Rabobank expressed disappoint- 
ment and is contemplating an appeal to the European court. 
The bank asserted its cooperation throughout the investiga- 


tion, emphasizing its commitment to addressing the matter. 


This is not the first time Rabobank has faced significant 
penalties. Previously, the bank was fined €774 million in an 
out-of-court settlement for its involvement in manipulating 
international interest rates, a scandal commonly referred to 
as the Libor scandal. 


The European Commission’s decision to penalize Rabobank 
underscores the authorities’ commitment to enforcing 
competition rules and combating anti-competitive practices 
within the financial sector. The leniency shown to Deutsche 
Bank highlights the significance of cooperation in such 
investigations. 


As Rabobank evaluates its options for appeal, the case 
emphasizes the regulatory scrutiny faced by financial insti- 
tutions engaging in illicit agreements and underscores the 
broader efforts to ensure fair and competitive practices in 
financial markets.

Unlike traditional approaches that involve daily medication, 
this one-shot CRISPR treatment, if successful, could offer 
a lifetime solution for managing high cholesterol levels. 
The trial primarily aimed to assess safety, and while not 
all participants responded positively, the results indicate a 
significant step forward in the potential treatment of chronic 
conditions. 


The targeted gene in this trial was PCSK9, a liver protein 
regulating “bad cholesterol” levels. Verve’s treatment 
utilized two key strategies to enhance its effectiveness. First, 
base editing, a more precise CRISPR tool, was employed to 
disable the gene encoding the problematic liver protein. 
Second, the treatment was delivered through nanoparticles, 
addressing concerns about potential widespread editing 


throughout the body. 


Despite the promising results, including a notable drop in 
PCSK9 protein levels and circulating LDL, there were safety 
considerations. Two participants experienced severe heart 
issues, prompting further evaluation. The treatment’s safety 
was deemed acceptable by an independent monitoring 
board, but uncertainties remain, including potential off- 
target effects and the long-term safety and efÏcacy of the 
therapy. 


Dr. Sekar Kathiresan, CEO and cofounder of Verve, expressed 
excitement about the positive initial data, emphasizing the 
significant potential for in vivo liver gene editing to treat 
familial hypercholesterolemia. The therapy has received 
approval for testing in the United States, with plans to enroll 
approximately 40 additional patients. 


Looking ahead, Verve is developing VERVE-102, a new 
version of the therapy that incorporates similar base editing 
technology and an upgraded nanoparticle carrier. If subse- 
quent trials prove successful, the company aims to initiate a 
randomized, placebo-controlled trial by 2025. While the cost 
of the therapy remains undisclosed, the potential impact 
extends beyond familial hypercholesterolemia, offering a 
promising avenue for addressing high cholesterol as a prev- 
alent health concern and mitigating the risk of heart disease.
